The remonstrances, bearing the name= 


of more than one-half of the, voters of 
tin- city, show that it would bo folly to 
hold an option election at this time. Ac- 
cording to reports the wets have not yet 
'ntircly given up the idea of presenting 
a second petition for an election. Such 
i petition may be filed at any time be- 
'ore the meeting of the county commis- 
sioners on. Monday. 


Since the remonstrances show conclu- 


sively that the sentiment with regard to 
saloons is unchanged, it is hardly likely 
Jiat the wets will insist on forcing the 
expense of an election on the taxpayers 
uf Warsaw.

Caches or depots 
for 
food 
and 


clothlRR have recently 
been 
estab- 


lished by the various governments on 
most of tho dangerous islands under 
tbelr dominion. 
And on many of tha 


others there are sign posts and in- 
st.ructlons as to how to get to the 
nearest island where there is such a 
depot. 
They arc kept in huts built 


expressly for tho purpose or in nat- 
ural caves In the cliffs, where all the 
provisions will remain dry and keep 
for a long time. As an example, down 
in the Indian ocean are tha Islands 
of Amsterdam, St. Paul and Kergue- 
Ion. all dangerous spots for vessels 
In a storm. On each of these tho 
French warship Euro has established 
depots containing necessaries of all 
kinds for castaways, no matter what 
their nationality may be. At Amster- 
dam Island, in a. large cavern on a 
hillside, there are supplies of beef, 
Biscuits, underclothes, blankets and 
some matches Inclosed in a hermetic- 
ally sealed metal box. There arc 
also In the same cave several cots, 
a cooking pot and dry wood, left by 
fishermen 
who 
occasionally 
visit

Another "Don't" for canoes, and a good big 


one, is:—Don't try to canoe with too heavy 
a person. 
The writer has seen a man who is 


thoroughly at home in a canoe try to stay 
in the boat with a man who stands six fe"et 
and five inches in his Stocking feet and 
weighs 27o pounds when he is trained down. 
Five times they tried in all earnestness to 
keep afloat, and in no case did they succeed 
in going more than ten strokes.

rowboat without upsetting it, but unless one 
Is an expert It Is best not to attempt to change 
from the bow to the stern position in a canoe 
or boat. It is a simple matter to run in to 
shore or to shallow water before making the 
change. 


Canoes at best are not suitable craft for 


-novices. 
A person should have considerable 


practice In one where the water is shallow 
before he attempts anything like real canoeing. 
But as long as pleasure seekers do not realize 
the treachery and danger of large bodies of 
water they will continue in great numbers to 
use canoes though unfamiliar with the craft. 
Several deaths have resulted from this during 
the summer, so that, what is fundamental

take with them. Canoes are meant for per- 
sons able to swim and familiar with them, 
and not too bulky or heavy. If you are not 
aware of all their habits don't try lo take 
extremely large persons irf'them. 
No matter 


is (oo big he will find difficulty in handling 
a canoe of the sort generally found at popu- 
lar boating places. 


"Don't lose your head" Is another simple 


rule which applies to all sorts of craft. 
If an 


accident happens, don't get excited and do 
something in your hurry wifich may give tem- 
porary relief and leave .you in still worse 
straits in the end. 


If you are actually thrown out of a boat 


or it capsizes don't begin to shout and thrash 
about in the water. 
Any ctaft not made en- 


tirely of metal will float even after capsized 
or filled with water. 


Naturally, submerged it will not sustain 


so great a weight as floating, but it will 
sustain some. The same thing is true of the 
buman body. The further into the water it 


Sinks the more buoyancy it hast though 
not have enough to cause it to float. 


The reasonable thing to do wher your 


small craft oapsize., or is swamped is to get 
hold of it as soon as you can and take your 
bearings. The ordinary canoe or lowboat, if 


If it 
looks like a pretty long swim and there is any 
chance of rescue it is better to cling to your 
capsized craft and call for help. 


Filled with water and right side up a canoe 


will not float so read ly as :t will upside down, 
but even in this position' two persons at leasjt 
may lie across the thwarts with their heads, 
on the bow and stern seats and without the 
least effort keep their heads out of water. All 
the rest of the body, of course, will be sub- 
merged. 


The proper way to get Into a rowboat or 


canoe is to step in, not jump. 
In the first' 


place- jumping into a small boat and landing 
with a thud causes t5o much wear and tear 
on the craft itself. It will in time cause,leaks. 
Moreover, a sudden jar either side of the keei 
is extremely likely to upset the craft To get 
into a canoe more precaution is necessary than 
to get into a rowboat. The safest way is ,to 
put one foot directly over the keel, grasp both 
sides with the hands and let the body down. 
If you hold only the gunwale of one side the 
uneven weight may throw the canoe over.' 


The technique of sailing a boat is some- 


thing which should hot be touched upon ex- 
cept by one thoroughly familiar with the 
tcience, but there are a few simple "don'ts" 
which common sense would dictate. The more 
a man knows about a sailboat the more care 
he takes to keep everything about it "sljip- 
shape." Don't let loose ends of rop:s lie in a 
mass all Jumbled up together. Whenever a 
length of rope is long enough to coil, even 
though it would form only three or four loops, 


of at least, six persons above the surface of 
the water with very little effort on their part. 
It is not necessary to know how to swim. 
With your hands on the boat almost any 
motion of- the feet will keep you afloat, 
enough to hold your head above water. 


Drownings have been caused by persons 


trying to climb onto the top of a capsized 
canoe or rowboat and get completely out of 
the water. In th*?fnVst place the capsized craft 
has not enough buoyancy for this, and, in the 
second place, if you do succeed in getting on 
top of n capsized canoe or rowboat for a few 
seconds it is' bound to turn again and throw 
yea into the water. 
All that is necessary to 


prevent drowning is to keep the head out of 
water. This gives one an opportunity to look 
around, see what other craft are within hear- 


through a pulley should be kept neatly coiled. 
Then it is ready for any emergency. If ropes 
lie in a tangled mass, even though they may 
not become actually snarled with one another, 
if they are wetted they kink with drying and 
one of these kinks, catching in a pulley block 
at a critical moment, may cause disaster. 


N Don't tie any knots in the ropes, especially 


halyards and sheet rope, on a sailboat. 
All 


ropes which have to do with the sails can be 
made fast on cleats, which allows them to be 
easily loosened. 


Don't get your feet tangled up in ropes, 


no matter how calm the water may be or how 
easy the sailing. If a sudden squall capsizes 
your craft It will float and keep your head 
above water, but if your feet or legs or arms 
are tangled in ropes you stam'. a goodfChance 


of drowning if an accident occurs. The sara* 
thing holds true if you arc thrown out of a 
sailboat. , The chances are strong against you 
if your feet or arms are tangled up in ropes. 


If there is any sort of a breeze blowing 


and you are not perfectly at home in a sailr 
boat don't crawl from bow to stern or vice 
versa to leeward of the boom. 
If the ;heet 


rope should slip or break, the boom would 
swing out and not only knock you into the 
water, but possibly injure you so that you 
could not swim. This summer at least two 
deaths have been credited to this mistake. 


Another thing not to do in a sailboat is to 


sit over the centreboard. This won't cause 
the boat to upset, but it may cause the person 
doing it serious injury. It is just as bad to 
put your fingers in the centreboard slot for 
any reason at all, for you stand an excellent 
chance of getting them crushed. If the boat 
runs suddenly into shallow water, especially If 
the bottom is hard 01 rocky, the centreboard 
comes up with a rush and persons have been 
crippled from the results. 


Motor boats are not easily capsized unless 


the seas are running except.onally high, but 
even in these craft many of the "don'ts" for 
rowboats and canoes hold good. One person 
rushing from one side to another to overcome 
a temporary unbalancing of the boat would 
not capsize it, but if one person does it mort 
are likely to lose their heads and follow suit 
Some years ago a steam launch in Prospect 
Park, Brooklyn, was capsized by a number of 
the passengers rushing to one side to light it 
when a gust of wind got under the awning and 
tipped it to a dangerous degree. It was only 
a puff, however, and as the passengers rushed 
to one side the wind dropped and the launch 
swung back toward equilibrium. If the occu- 
pants of the boat had remained seated it would" 
have teetered for a few minutes, then come to 
a state of equilibrium. .What did happen was 
that the launch swung back from the reaction. 
The great weight which was on the side toward 
which it swung carried it too far, it capsized 
and three persons were drowned. 


The more a man knows about boats 3">* 


the water the more careful he is. Your true 
waterman will never accuse you of being 
"chicken hearted" because you are painfully 
careful of how you manage your craft. Rather 
he will command you for your thoroughness; 
he will be convinced that you know boats an4 
know their ways.

In the case 
of other buried treasures the difficulty 
which has beset the seekers after pirate 
gold U»s usually been the exact deter- 
mination of a locality. Complicated maps 
offered 
r>y mysterious natives, the de- 


scendants of the friends or relatives of 
the original pirates, nnd to be had only 
for fabulous prices from the heirs, have 
usually figured as of paramount impor- 
tance in the organizing of expeditions to 
search for the treasures. 
In Oak Island 


the problem of regaining this long sought 
for wealth has been a different one. The 
spot where the chests containing the 
treasures are buried has for more than a 
century been pretty well agreed upon 
The difficulty has been to get deep enough 
down underneath the island to dig out the 
treasure without flooding the shaft wit'h 
water and thus compelling a cessation of 
labor. 


But in spite of these difficulties the old 


haunts of *ihe pirates have been allowed 
to rest in peace, untroubled by those \vlio 
crave the buried gold, for only a. few years 
at a time. 
Excavation expeditions have 


continued to spring up from time to time 
since 1795, when the first important effort 
to find the treasure was put forth.

abandoned. 


The next important effort tn disinter 


the trenstire took place a few years later. 
At this time the1 shaft was sunk ninety- 
five feet in the spot in which work had 
already been started. In addition to the 
oak plnnking which was found to be Inid 
at. intervals of ten feet thft workmen 
found layers of charcoal nnd of putty, 
hese being laid on a matting of cocoa- 
nut fibre. At a depth of ninety feet the 


was curiously Inscribed with eneravei 
characters. The gto'ne wa.i taken out and 
set in a fireplace which belonged to Mr. 
Smith, one of the trio of original investi- 
gators. 


The digging went on beyond the point 


where the stone had lain and five feet 
further down another wooden platform 
appeared. 
The men quit work for two 


days, as it was Saturday night. To their 
disgust when they returned to work on 
Monday morning they found the shaft 
filled with water. It was impossible to 
bale out the water, and they decided to 
sink a new shaft cast of the first one. Tb« 
first pit was later distinguished from later 
excavations (is "the money pit." 


The new shaft was sunk to the depth 


of a. hundred and ten feet without strik- 
ing water, but when the diggers at- 
tempted to drive a shaft toward the 
money pit, with the object of getting 
underneath the first shaft and possibly 
striking the treasure, water rushed in 
from that point and the workmen had 
to flee for their lives. 


It was not until 1849 that another com- 


pany was formed for getting at the pi- 
rates' gold. 
In the meantime interest 


in the venture had been greatly excited 
by the deciphering of the signs on the 
large stone which bad been found in the 
first shaft. 
This stone had been taken 


to Halifax and studied by many per- 
sons, and at least one of these men had 
been able to give a direct translation. He 
declared that the message on the stone 
was: — 


"TEN FEBT BELOW TWO MILL- 


ION POUNDS LIE BURIED." 


The new expedition decided to work 


the old money pit, but this and all sub- 
sequent efforts were defeated by the flow 
of water, which it was by this time be- 
lieved came from the subterranean tunnel 
which had been dug by the pirates. A 
search wns made for the entrance to thi« 
tunnel, and it was found on the beach 
hidden from sight by a compact mass of 
beach rock. After these rocks had been 
removed five drains were discovered, 
formed by lines of rocks laid like the ribi 
of a fan. 


Innumerable attempts have bssn 


at intervals of a few years to reach the 
treasure, but when the water has not 
driven the workmen from the shafts the 
money of the company has given out. In 
190o one of the diggers brought further 
proof of the existence of the treasure in 


few links of a Spanish chain and an 


old Spanish coin. Those who lire in the 
neighborhood of the island have all. the 
'aith in the world in the buried wealth, 
and whenever an excavating expeditiol 
is formed the survivors of former search- 
ing parties are glad and eager to hecouu

hath appointed him king in Zion. By His 
voice He did call him, and sent bis angels 
unto him to ordain him." 


By this time reports of the Mormon 


kingdom and the proposed coronation had 
reached the mainland and had not been 
well received. A project waa conceived 
to interrupt the coronation and drive 
the sect from tho island, but the plot- 


ters reckoned without King Strong. The 
colony numbered about 1,200 persons by 
this time and to repel invaders King 
Strang recruited an army-and imported a 
cannon, which he placed before the taber- 
nacle. 


The coronation day was July 8, 1850. 


The holiday began in feasting. The tab- 
ernacle was hung with flowers anJ n 
floral carpet 
was laid for the royal 


progress. Without the tabernacle, how- 
ever, there was every preparation for an 
attack. 
As the. hour for the coronation 


approached groups of hostile armed men 
appeared on the road to the temple. As 
they came near tho booming of the can- 


non broke the silence of the Mormons 
This was followed by a volley, designed 
not to kill, but to warn the invaders to 
come no nearer. The Gentiles hesitated, 
held a short conference and scattered 
"King James," as he was called by hifi 
subjects, had won and the coronation pro- 
ceeded. 


A throne was erected at one end of 


the tnbernacle and around it stood those 
who were to he members of the court. 
Then ea.me a sound of music and up the 
aisle, looking very regal, walked Strang, 
accompanied by James McM.inns, an 
elder. 
Two maidens placed a hassock, 


[upon which Strnng kneeled, and two more 
threw over his shoulders, a scarlet robe 
richly embroidered in gold. These two 
girls, the most beautiful in the kingdom, 
knelt and extender! to Elder MeMamis a 
jewelled crown. 
The elder blessed the 


crown and placed it upon the head of 
the kneeling Strang, 
proclaiming the 


establishment, of n. new kingdom, apart: 
from the United States. Loud shouts of 
joy bespoke the approval of the subjects. 


Previous to his coronation Strang had 


not been a believer in polygamy, but in 


his coronation speech he announced tha 
God hnd Instructed him to preach and 
practise the doctrine. He therefore im 
mediately took seven wives, and the other 
men of the kingdom followed him as de- 
voutly as the limited number of women 
in the community would permit String's 
own wife left him when he became a 
polygamifit and returned with his two 
children to Vorheos, Wis. 


Naturally autocratic, Strang's greed for 


power over his subjects grew more and 
more insatiable after his coronation. He 
established a newspaper known as the 
Northern Islander, In which his royal 
orders were issued. More and more he 
leeame a dictator and these orders re- 
lated to every detail of life. 


No home could he built unless he np- 


proved the plans. Lawns had to bo kept 
n a certain way and only specified flow- 
ers cultivated. 
The use of liquor, tea, 


coffee and tobacco was prohibited. Per- 
haps his most daring bit of tyranny was 
thn exaction of n tax of $10 per :.nmim 
from each fisherman of the island, wheth- 
er Mormon or Gentile. For t.ho enforce- 
ment of this rule he resorted to corporal 


punishment although sometimes he went 
even further than this, as the rtory foe*. 
One man who refused to pay was (hot 
dead and his brother waa mortally 
wounded. 


It was his attempt to invade the realm 


of femininity that was the beginning of 
his downfall. 
He issued an order that 


all women should appear on the street* 
in bloomers instead of skirts, and whan 
the women objected he said that he would 
enforce the order if he had to wade ankle 
deep in bloc 3. 
All but one woman 


obeyed. Mrs. John Bedford refused to 
discard her skirts and "King James" gent 
his guard after her husband and had him 
tied to the whipping tree. Forty-tare* 
lashes tore Bedford's back and he mm 
informed that the punishment would b* 
repeated unless he brought his wife to 
obey the new law. 


Bedford swore vengeance for this treat- 


ment, left the island and with two other 
discontented subjects went into hiding In 
Mackinac City, with the object of re- 
cruiting a company of Gentiles to lay tha 
kingdom low. But just at that time 
President Fillmore had been Informed of 
the existence of the kingdom and that it* 
subjects were really a band of pirates, 
who preyed upon the lake commerce, and 
he had despatched a United States vessel 
to investigate the situation. On this ves- 
sel Bedford and his companions secured 
passage. 


When the vessel arrived at the island 


Strang was summoned on board ship and 
questioned. 
In the meantime Bedford 


and his friends had slipped off the vessel 
unknown to its commander and hidden 
themselves near the dock. When Strang 
came on shore they shot him. 
Strnng 


cnped at Bedford, but Wentworfli, his 
companion, struck the wounded king in 
he head with the butt of his revolver. 
Strang fell unconscious and his two aa- 
;allants ran aboard the vessel, gave them- 
elves up, and were Inter tried for mur- 
!er and acquitted. 
When Strang found that he could not 
ecovcr from his wounds he asked to be 
taken to the home of his former wife. 
where he died eleven days Inter. 
Hie 


eath was the signal for an outbreak and 
rowds of fishermen pillaged St. James. 
'he tnbcrnsdo was burned and the pub- 
shing house razed, but the king's castls 
emaioed untouched. Tho Mormons mi- 
rated, the settlement crumbled away, 
nd to-day only one or two ruined houses 
nd the whipping tree remain to mark 
the sight ot tho short lived kingdom.

If he is taken ill away 
from home and is obliged to go to a 
hospital, he ceases to write to you, think- 
ing that his silence will save you worry. 
You pace the

spend 
sleepless 


nights, keep the mails and wires hot, 
und wheu you como down with nervous 
prostration, ho walks in cured, and is 
perfectly astonished at the hysterics you 
throw. 


The first-mentioned—or near-sick man 


—is a household incoramodity. The only 
way to spike his game, sick lady, is to 
"can" the pose of patient suffering angel. 
Kiiiso cain—kick, scream, gasp, weep— 
anything to throw a scars into him, and 
above all, let nothing budge you from 
vour bed. Of course this sort of thing 
•is rather bard on a really sick woman, 
but it's the only way to prevent your 
pseudo-invalid husband from putting up 
a job on you.

In 


forty years :i,7DO,00 adults were sep- 
arated by divorce and more thnn ,1,000,- 
Of)0 persons were affected by these cases. 
Illinois alone provided 120.000 divorces. 
Pennsylvania 
f>.">,700, California 50,000 


and New York -44.450. New York state, 
however, sent IS.lflft of its couples into 
other states tn procure divorces, and 
thero were- probably many 
migratory 


cases that are not recorded in this to- 
tal. At present 00 per cent, of the eases 
go by default, with only one party rep- 
resented. 
This divorce, evil is fast be- 


coming one of the, greatest curses of our 
country.—Baptist and Reflector.

SLAUGHTER OF INNOCENTS. 


A few weeks ago the British Society 


for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren mndc its annual report for the year 
ending March 31 laift. 


Tho report stated that during the year 


the society had found guilty of cruelty 
to.children no less than 33,708 men and 
33,880 women. The children who suf- 
fered at the bands of drunken people 
numbered 150,407, of whom 23,175 were 
less than two years of age. 


Of tho total number, 1,143 died of the 


effects of the cruelty 
or 
neglect "of 


drunken men and women. 


The report further states that 00 per 


cent, of these cases were caused by 
drink.

-Svery good kernel of seed corn has 


in it a live, though very small, corn 
plant. This plant is tender and easily 
Injured, unless kept under favorable 


at least twice as much seed as the 
farmer expects to plant. There is lit- 
tle danger of getting too much seed 
corn. Any surplus, if the seed is good, 
can usually be sold at a fair price. 


In case one has no "special seed 


plot" in which his best and earliest 
maturing ears were planted, it is then 
necessary that his seed be selected 
from the field. The, most practical 
method to do this is to go through the

vigorous stalks of medium height, 
usually produce the best and earliest 
matured ears. The ear should be at- 
tached to the stalk by a medium-sized 
shank, -which is long enough to allow 
the tip of the ear to hang down. 


All ears in a cornfield will not ma- 


ture at the same time. A variation of 
fifteen days in maturing of ears in a 
field is not uncommon. One of tho 
reasons why a good selection of corn 
can not be. made from the shock or 
from the field late in the fall, is that 
one Is unable to tell the time the ear 
matured. 


Tn the Northern States desirable ears 


may mature ten or fifteen days later 
than tho average, freezing-time: and, 
if these arc selected, they will insure a 
late-maturing crop. Again, if corn is 
left unhusked until late, the husks pre- 
vent the ear from drying out properly: 
and. as a conseo;uence. It is likely to be 
frozen before it is husked, or at least 
before it has had time to dry out after 
husking. 


Many have the idea that to start 


in right and grow good corn, they mu.-t j 
eend elsewhere and get some new kind I 
of fancy wed. 
Those who do this are [ 


usually disappointed with their first 
crop or two. 
It takes some time for 


corn to become adapted to a change 
In climatic and soil conditions. For 
that reason. It is usually best to secure 
a variety of corn that has been suc- 
cessfully grown in the locality for a 
period of years. In case the variety is 
not large enough, or do«s not mature, 
these faults can be corrected only by 
a careful selection of seed ears. 


Tf a good local variety Is chosen, one 


will be, more sure of securing a crop, i 
and by the end of two years (which 
would be neceisary to acclimate the 
outside corn) he would be much nearer 
success than If the same amount of

Milk commissions are for the pur- 


pose of helping her watch. These com- 
missions license men to produce certi- 
fied milk. 
They will not license a 


producer until he signs a contract. In 
that contract he agrees to build proper 
barns, keep none but healthy cows, tn 
employ none but healthy milkers, to 
use none but the cleanest methods, to 
sell no milk except it be clean, cold, 
and fresh. 


The supervision is of the product as 


well as the method 
of production. 


Certified milk must contain twelve 
parts solids, 3.5 to 5.5 parts butter fat. 
must be free from visible dirt, must 
contain less than 10.000 bacteria, must 
be less than twenty-four hours old. a 
little under 50 degrees Fahrenheit, aiid 
free from tuberculosis, typhoid, diph- 
theria, and all other forms of infection. 


GEESE FOR MARKET 


A goose that Is being falt^nc'l for 


market should never he permitted to 
swim in the water or to wander any 
distance. The closer they are confined, 
as long as they have a pen for suf- 
licient exercise, the better table poultry 
they make.

What It Costs Farmers 


To Live On Bad Roads 


How slates nnd counties arc putting 


money in the pockets of the farmers 
by investing In the improvement of 
public roads is shown by a statement 
lust Issuea by the 
Office of Public 


Roads of tho Department 
of Agrl- 


sulturc. 
Definite cases are cited in 


pupport of the1 argument that where 
bad roads prevail farmers are forced 
to move their crops not when the 
market price is favorable, but when 
the roads are favorable. 


Two farmers 
living in separate 


counties but at an equal distance from 
the cotton market, learned by tele- 
phone that cotton had advanced in 
price $1.00 per bale. 
The farmer 


living on a bad road responded by 
hauling one bale of cotton, which was 
3.11 he could get over the unimproved 
roa.d, while the other fanner was able 
to haul four bales, owing to favorable 
road conditions. 
The rise In price 


gained a profit of J4.00 to one man, 
and $1.00 to his neighbor. 


It is common for the farmer to find 


that he can not haul his produce to 
market when prices are highest, be- 
cause the roads are Impassable. When 
the roads become passable, the time 
for market has largely passed and 
produce. Is compelled - to move In 
masses, which frequently gluts the 
market and breaks the prices. 


Excessive fluctuations in market 


prices are seldom due to over-produc- 
tion. 
They frequently take place in 


regions where the 
IOCR! production 


rloes not equal the annual consump- 
tion. There are counties rich In agri- 
cultural possibilities, burdened 
with 


bad roads, where the annual income 
shipments of food-stuffs exceed' the 
outgoing shipments in the ratio of four 
to one. Many such counties with im- 
proved roads could not only become 
Keif-supporting but could ship pro- 
ducts to other markets. 


A 'farmer living a few miles from a 


city of 
6,000 Inhabitants had 
100 


bushels of Irish potatoes which he in- 
tended to market, during the winter. 
Owing to bad roads, he was unable 
to haul the potatoes at all. and they 
rotted in the cellar. Nevertheless, the 
price of potatoes In the home market 
ivent as high as $1.40 per bushel in 
the meantime.? 
A merchant of that 


city stated that during the winter as 
many as 1.0 cnrloads of farm produce, 
'noluding wheat, potatoes, and other 
supplies, were dally shipped In. when 
it the same time farmers in-the im- 
mediate neighborhood had their pro- 
luce spoiling on their hands, all on 
iccount of Imp'assable roads.

PORK PRODUCTION 


By \V. A. I/IXBXATKR. 


Xot only do hogs reproduce rapidly 


and tr.ature early, but their gains in 
live weight are secured on less feed 
than in the case of cattle or sheep. In 
addition to giving good returns for 
feed and care, the finished hog always 
has a money value ' No matter how 
hard the times may be, the hog always 
can be sold for cash at nearby live 
stock markets. 
These markets pay a 


premium for well fattened hogs of 
good quality. 
Thin hogs and pigs 


weighing under 150 pounds are not 
wanted by butchers or packers and. 
consequently, sell at considerably less 
per pound than well finished, heavier 
hogs. 
The per cent of pork of good 


quality a hog will dress out determines 
Its value. 


Breed arid color are not factors in 


determining market 
price 
to any 


extent, but breed and color may be 
factors of importance to hog raisers. 
Take Oklahoma, for instance. 
Black 


and red hogs are better suited to the 
Oklahoma climate than white hogs. 
Poland Chinas and'Duroc Jerseys are 
the most popular breeds with hog 
breeders In this State. Tho Berkshire 
IB third in popularity, while Hamp- 
shire, Tamworth. Chester White and 
some other breeds are raised to some 
extent 


The same general type is standard 


among Oklahoma's more popular fat- 
hog breeds, a long, rlcep-bodied hog on 
short legs with a good width of body 
nnd even development of shoulder, 
middle and hind quarters. In addition. 
strong, straight feet and legs, freedom 
from roughness and coarseness and a 
mild, contented disposition, are de- 
manded. 


Tn the matter of cheap pork produc- 


tion, one breed can not be said to have 
any advantage over the others. 
K.T- 


perimems reported from six experi- 
ment stations in this country, including 
six, different breeds of hogs, fall to 
show any breed uniformly superior to 
the others In economy of gains. Pure 
bred and high grade hogs are. how- 
ever, admittedly superior to scrub 
hogs in this respect. 


A short description of the 
thr<-e 


most, popular breeds of hogs in Okla- 
homa may be of assistance to farmers 
who are purchasing hogs. 


The Poland China Is a highly de- 


veloped type of fat hog. early matur- 
ing, medium prolific, usually of good 
quality and disposition. 
Tn selecting 


breeding stock of this breed special 
effort should be made to secure pigs 
from large litters, the greater per cent 
of which have been raised. 
Some 


strains of this breed have been criti- 
cised as being too refined and early 
maturing, but such a criticism can 


seldom be made of the prolific, free- 
breeding families. 


The Duroc Jerseys belong to the fat- 


hog type. 
They are prolific, medium 


early maturing, medium as to quality 
and disposition. In selecting breeding 
stock of this breed, select pigs that are 
low set. deep bodied and with plenty 
of width of body. Certain strains of 
this breed have been criticised as be- 
ing coarse and slow maturing, but the 
low-set, hlocky type compares 
well 


with other breeds in quality and early 
maturing. 


Berkshires are 
prolific, 
of good 


quality, medium early maturing, and 
medium quiet and mild in disposition. 
The young pigs are rather of bacon 
type, but well fed and finished they 
mature into a good type of fat hog. It 
is important to select breeding stock 
comparatively low-set and showing

good 
width 
of 
middle, 
and 
hind 


quarters, and mild disposition. 


Good blood is as important in th« 


case of hogs as in the case of any other 
class of live stock, and. considering the 
small investment necessary to pur- 
chase a pure bred male, or one or mor< 
pure bred sows, it will seem sound 
business wisdom for every hog raiser 
to breed only pure bred or high grade 
hogs. 
The breed chosen is of secon- 


dary importance to the type and 
quality of the individuals. 


Toung pigs make the most econom- 


ical gains while they are young. Ths 
mothers should be fed well before th« 
pigs are weaned and the young pigs 
be given a liberal ration that will pro- 
duce rapid growth as soon as they ars 
wenned. It takes more grain to make 
gains as the pig gets older, so that It 
is Important that pigs be finished for 
market as early as possible. 


Regardless of tho breed, hogs, lilts 


other classes of stock, thrive belt 
when they are comfortable. They 
need shade nnd plenty of clean water 
in the summer. Bnd dry. warm sleep- 
Ing quarters In the winter. 


While the flower beds and borders 


are in full leaf and flower IB the time 
to make plans for next season's garden.

REMOVING STUMPS FROM PINE LANDS 


These Lands, When Cleared and Properly Handled, Make Very Rich and Valuable Farm Lands, But the Cost of Clear- 


ing, (Largely That of Removing the Stumps) has Discouraged Many a Prospective Settler. 


Practically one-third of the area of 


Mississippi Is embraced 
In what Is 


known as the Long-leaf Pine Belt. 
Also large portions of many of the 
other States bordering on the Atlantic 
Ocean and Gulf of Mexico are. or once 
were, covered with this long-leaf pine. 
The clearing of these lands for agri- 
cultural purposes is quite a problem, 
as so many acres have been denuded 
of their timber growth and await de-

veicpment at the hands of the farmer. 
As a jjule it is quite an easy matter 
to free the land from logs and tree- 
tops, but the removal of the stumps is 
the really, serious task about clearing 
pine lands, for unlike the hard woods 
and many other pines, the stumps of 
the long-leaf pine do not decay very 
fast, many being almost as resistant 
to decay as bronze. 


The McXelll experiment station has 


removed the stumps from one hundred 
acres of land, using all known methods, 
and keeping sufficient data to deter- 
mine approximately the cost by each 
method. Fifty acres of this land wa's 
cultivated several ye.ars before re- 
moving the stumps and this experience 
led to the conclusion that it Is far bet- 
ter to remove all stumps before the 
land is put Into cultivation. The lands

with the stumps on them. 


nigging and cutting is a sure method 


of removing the stumps if persisted 
in, but under our 
conditions has 


proved the most expensive one except 
for stumps ten inches or less in 
diameter, or for lands that have been 
In cultivation a long time and are 
partially decayed. 


So far the most successful methods 


of getting rid of the stumps necessi- 
tate the use of fire to destroy the.m. 
The common method Is to dig a hole 
twelve or more Inches doep on one 
side of the stump and as close to it as 
possible and use this as a furnace for 
firing the stump. 
In digging these 


holes It Is necessary that the soil he re- 
moved from as much of the stump as 
possible so as to allow the fire to"f.ome 
in contact with at least six Inches of 
It. Burning stumps by this method is

a slow process, but It necessitates no 
outlay of money and besides it may be 
done by one individual, while to pull 
them i-equlres several men and a team. 


Tho burning of stumps may he 


greatly hastened by boring a hole 
diagonally through the stump from 
the surface of the ground on one side 
Into the furnace on the opposite side. 
This serves as a flue through which 
the heat and flame pass out. going 
through the stump and heating It up 
in one-fourth the time required with- 
out the hole. 
A stump thus treated 


usually burns out with little effort on 
the part of attendants and in most 
cases to a sufficient depth beneath the 
surface, tn he out of the way of plows 
and cultivators, 


A 
quick 
and 
fairly 
satisfactory 


method of removing stumps Is by first 
blasting them with dynamite and then 
burning the shattered remains. 
Tt 


requires 
from 
one-quarter 
to 
one 


pound of dynamite to shatter 
the 


general run of pine stumps. In order 
to do this with the amount of ex- 
plosive mentioned, It is necessary to 
place the dynamite into holes bored 
well into the stump and to tamp same 
thorough!} with sand or clay. 
Effort 


should be made to so place these holes 
that the pressure from the explosion j 
will he exerted equally In all directions] 


in the stump, otherwise it will simply 
blow out the weakest side and fail to 
shatter the stump. 
A good boring 


machine can be used very effectively 
for borirfg these holes, reducing the. 
cost over hand boring at le.ist fifty 
per cent. There is an element <jf dan- 
ger in the use of dynamite, hut a very 
slight one If oven ordinary precau- 
tions are used. 


There are two kinds of stump-pull- 


ers, those that pull the stump to the 
side and those that lift it vertically out 
of the ground. 
As many .of the tap 


roots of these pine stumps are as much 
09 ten feet long nnd taper from the 
surface of the ground to the and under 
the ground. It seems evident that the 
force required to lift them vertically 
would be much less than that required 
to pull them from the side. Whether 
the application of »ho force to the 
vertical pull can he made as econom- 
ically as that to the side pull, T do not 
know. It ia certain that most of the 
stump .pullers on the market pull from 
the side. 
These, however, have been 


made for pulling other than tap-rooted 
stumps and this probably accounts for 
this fact. 
Machines that lift stumps 


vertically have to be moved every time 
a. stump Is pulled, so those that pull 
from the side have a. decided advant- 
age in this respect. 


-Several other methods of removing 


stumps have been tried. One of these 
was to bore an auger hole into the 
stump and fill it with nitrate of soda, 


j another to nil such a hole with kcro- 
;sene oil. and still another to nil the 


j hole with strong acids, such as nitric 
! and 
sulphuric.

any of these methods practical. As a 
rule, these stumps are full of crude

turpentine, and are very inflamable 
when enough air can be gotten to them 
to support combustion. It would seem, 
therefore, that the logical end to work 
to would be to get a free circulation 
of air through the stump while it is 
burning, and the auger hole through 
the stump accomplishes this result as 
nothing else has done. 


[Succulent Food 


For Dairy Cows 


We know that cows usually give the 


mrgest amount of milk when they «.r« 
on good pasture. 
Their chief feed i*, 


then, new-grown grass. 
This would 


Indicate that such feed Is better tot 
milk-production 
than are the dry 


feeds fed In winter. 
Green feed ii 


more easily digested than is dry, 
coarse fodder, such as hay, fodder 
corn, and corn stover. 
Moreover, less 


energy Is required to digest it, it tend* 
to keep the body and digestive system 
in better condition, and it stimulate! 
the appetite. 
We know this from 


human experience. In the winter, 
when vegetables are scarce and we eat 
potatoes, bread and meat for a long 
time, we become tired of them, and 
crave something succulent, like fruit 
or green vegetables. In well-regulated 
homes, such food is supplied by canned 
or trash vegetables and fruits. 


The barrel of apples In the cellar is 


not especially valuable from the stand- 
point of the amount of nourishment 
contained. 
The great value of the 


apples is dua to the fact that they aid 
in toning up the whole system and sat- 
isfy the craving for something succu- 
lent. In like manner it pays to supply 
the live stock on the farm with some- 
thing to take the place of the green 
grass they get in summer. The whole 
ration need not be of a succulent 
material but that a portion of It should 
be such Is quite essential to best re- 
sults. 
Just as an apple or two each 


day is good for a boy or girl, so are a 
few pounds each day of succulent 
feed, such as roots or silage, good for 
farm animals.—T. L. Haecker. 


ROTATION OR FATI/CRE. WHICH? 


The accumulation of noxious weeds, 


diseases, and insects on the farm is 
one of the most serious sources of | 
loss. This results as a rule from the ] 
constant growth or too long continued 
culture of the same crop or class of 
crops on the same 
land. 
Wilt In 


various crops, bacterial diseases, grain 
rusts, and weeds and Insects too nu- 
merous to mention all accumulate In 
the soil under the one-crop system. 


These pests often multiply to such 


an extent that ultimately it becomes 
impossible, to secure profitable returns 
from land thus infested. 
Resistant 


varieties must then be secured or crops 
cultivated on land not subject to these 
pests. All these troubles can be. avoided 
and (.he fertility of the soil greatly im- 
proved by Intelligent systems of rota- 
tion. The most profitable, systems for 
any locality or type of farming, so far 
as-they have been developed, can usu- 
ally he obtained from State Experi- 
ment Stations or from the Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


THTC POTH7TRY LOTTSE. 


The body-louse crawls rapidly around 


the body of the fowl, irritating the 
skin with its very rough, file-like claws 
and is consequently very annoying to 
the fowl, and very expensive to the 
pouUryman, for the energy that the 
fowl expends in fighting lice uses up 
feed that should bo used for growth, 
the accumulation of fat, and for egg 
production. 
• . 


When a hen has access to a bed of 


road dust, fine dry loam, sand, or sifted 
coal ashes, she will.rid herself of many 
body lice, but she cannot get rid of 
all of them without the aid of some 
destroying agent applied regularly at 
intervals of a few weeks. 


These lice breathe through very 


small tubes or pores, and by covering 
these with'oil.or filling them with very 
fine powder, breathing is prevented 
and the lice are smothered. 
On ac- 


count of the. hens long feathers, it is 
easier to dust 
with 
Dalmatian 
or 


Persian Insect powder, tobacco, sul- 
phur, or air-slacked lime, than to try 
to reach tho louse with oil or grease.

ORCHARD DRAINAGE. 


There are two types of drainage 


that must bo kept in mind In locating 
and planting an orchard: air drainage 
and soil drainage.

If a 


valley or coulee is chosen, It should 
have a wide opening at its lower end. 
A rolling Bite, somewhat elevated, will 
usually afford good air drainage. 


The soil drainage also will generally 


be good in a high, rolling exposure.

Perfect soil drainage must be pro- 
vided, If It Is not already present. Tile 
or open drains may be called into use. 
K tile is used It should lie In the mid- 
dle between the rows, to effect even 
drainage and to prevent as far as pos- 
sible the filling of the drain with roota.

The statue to General Castleman will 


have several unusual features in addi- 
tion to being a monument to a "live 
hero." It is the statue of a soldier who 
;ias served in the Confederate army and 
later in tlie United States army, and 
who Wa once ^protected by Abraham 
Lincoln when in danger of death. 


General Castleman was one of "Mpr- 


gnn's Men" in the Confederate army. In 
August, ]SG4, he -was 8ne of a number 
of Confederates detailed by President 
Davis to go to Chicago and attempt to 
liberate the Confederate 
prisoners in 


Camp Douglas. 
The attempt failed and 


Castleman wns captured and sent to 
prison in Indianapolis. 


He was in danger of execution. 
His 


mother made a futile effort to bring about 
his release by smuggling him saws in a 
Bible. Then his sister, who had married 
Judge Brcckenrtdgc, of St. Louis, and 
who was a friend of Abraham Lincoln, 
decided to appeal to the President. She 
went to the White House one day in 
November, ISrtl, and after hearing her 
request Lincoln wrote an order that if 
Castlemnn should lie tried and condemned
